RAILROAD HISTORY 


INDEX, SPRING 1976-AUTUMN 1977

This index is the third supplement to D.W. Yungmeyer’s Fifty Year 
Index, which appeared in the October 1971 Bulletin. The first supple- 
ment for numbers 125-129 appeared in the Spring 1974 issue (number 
130). The second supplement for numbers 130-133 appeared in the 
Spring 1976 issue (number 134). This index covers numbers 134-137, a 
two-year period. Cumulations will be made as necessary. 


Every article is indexed under author, title and usually one or more 
subjects. Locomotive rosters are listed under both the heading 
“Locomotive rosters” and under the name of the railroad with the sub- 
heading “Locomotives.” Book reviews are listed only under the heading 
“Book reviews,” a change from previous supplements. Book titles are 
italicized; issue numbers are in bold face type; paging includes the first 
and last pages, and cross references are used wherever necessary. 
Any suggestions for improvement of the index will be appreciated. 
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Pullman Porters 


Going over the New York Central railroad, I met a Pullman porter who seemed to 
understand the feeing system as now practiced in America in all its ins and outs. He 
stated he had been fifteen years in the employ of the Pullman Car company, and that 
what he knew about the business was learned by hard experience. 

“Many people,” he explained, “complain of insolent treatment at the hands of 
porters, but if they understood the porter's situation better they might appreciate the 
hardness of it and see why it is that he expects a tip. The Pullman corporation do not 
pay sufficient for a man to live if he received no tips.” 

“If they would pay reasonable wages instead of a miserable pittance of 50 cents per 
day, out of which the porter finds himself, the once a year travelers, who own a car 
when they travel, would have no occasion to grumble at a porter’s endeavoring, 
through extra work, to obtain perquisites enough to admit of his purchasing a few 
comforts for his wife and children. He would need no tips. Supporting his family at this 
rate of wages is entirely out of the question. Porter's wives are usually obliged to work 
equally as hard as their husbands, taking in washing, ironing or sewing, and in so doing 
are, in turn, obliged to neglect their family duties. 

“The Pullman Palace Car corporation make money enough, so there is no excuse 
for their having porters at such low wages as to make it necessary for a porter to annoy 
passengers for perquisites. Old travelers understand his situation and seldom demur 
at being politely taxed for valet service and attention to members of their family while 
traveling. Many porters fear to attempt to increase their earnings through asking 
extras, so often have complaints been made regarding the system of feeing. Officersin 
the company have been known to say that ‘porters should receive no wages at all, for 
they make enough outside and should be made to pay the company for their position, 
instead of the company paying them.’ Now any one knowing the facts can see that the 
fault lies with the company and not with its employes.
